In January, 1919, shortly after 
the German collapse, he Idoked 
there and said, of what he saw: 

“It is not merely that thrones 
and empires are falling, and an- 
cient institutions suddenly col- 
lapsing. A world order is visibly 
passing before our eyes, and the 
danger is that things may go too 
far and a setback be given to Eu- 
rope from which she does not ve- 
cover for generations. 

He was at the Conference of 
Paris in early 1919 and there he 
came to know Woodrow Wilson. 
Both were pained by what they 
saw. They both had eyes. 

“The conduct of the delegates at 
the Peace Conference was haraly 
edifying,”’ says the biographer. 
**All ideas of restraint and reason 
appeared to have snapped, and 
greed and _rapaciousness _vre- 
vailed. All, with the bare excep- 
tion of Wilson and my father, 
seemed to have succumbed. Cle- 
menceau, who had seen Paris in 
flames in 1871, and never forgot- 
ten it, hated Germany deeply and 
implacably. Ancient, determined 
and eloquent, he was only for 
France. The lesser fry all danced 
around. and vapped for their por- 
tions... but ‘‘the greedy did not 
have easy passage with Wil- 
ras.

Error 


The elder Jan Smuts saw that 
Wilson's great error was too few 
advisers of ability. His staff in 
Paris left much to be desired. 
Also, he erred in not. bringing 
some of his opposition with him. 
Yet, the elder Smuts could see. 
*“. . » My father thought Wilson 
@ greater man than.Lincoln. Lin- 
coln, he said, was a luckier man; 
however, for after four years of a 
poorly directed war... censure 
was diverted from him by an as- 
sassin’s bullet. ... There was no 
assassin in Wilson’ He had 
to bear the mistakes of the Con- 
ference himself and it broke him 
.. . his opponents.used the trag- 
edv of Europe for their political 
ends. They made it a party busi- 

There is one error in that con- 
clusion. There was. an assassin. 
It was party politics} It shot Wil- 
gon down. But he did not die for 
years. 

Yet. as Gerald Johnson said, in 
an article on Wilson: | 

“At the time of the burial in 
1924, Wilson the politician had 
been dead for vears. and as for 
Wilson the statesman, he isnt 
dead. yet. : 

We think about Wilson today be- 
eause the same greedy forces 
which destroyed the League of Na- 
tions are at work again, seeking 
to kill the United Nations. If Is 
fair to assume a League of Na- 
tions backed by the power .and 
moral-.might of the United States 
would have worked. 

The Allied Powers, for 
heavy losses, were yet real pow- 
ers and, what is more, they could 
have coped, as a united force. in- 
cluding this country, with the then 
new revolution in Russia. 


Eves 

For a while we were rather 
proud of defeating Wilson. To be 
sure he was a sort of conscience. 
His last veto message was on a 
tariff bill. He said that the folly 
of lending money to F-uropean and 
South American nations so that 
they might buy from us, while we 
refused to buy from them, would 
precipitate a world depression and 
ruin. 

We laughed at that. 

And. in 1924, just before his- 
death, in a letter to a friend, ‘he 
gaid: “The great tragedy of the 
last six vears is the fact that 
American failure to accept world 
responsibility means that the job 
will have to be done over again 
within 20 vears and at ten times 
the cost.”’ 

It was 17 vears Jater that the job 
had to be done over, and the cost 
was much more than ten times 
that of the first great war. 

But, he had eyes. That one must 
admit. 
~ Now, we didn’t accept world re- 
sponsibility. Destiny put it on us, 
perhaps because we refused it be- 
fore. This time we couldn't deny 
it. And, in many respects, we 
have shouldered the load well. 

But. there are voices in the land 
, .. like those of 1919, crying down 
the United Nations.

War I “victory premier’’ 
survivor of the Allied Four 
who drafted the Versailles Peace 
Treaty, died in his home here to- 
night.. He was 92,

man died shortly before 8 p. 
(2 p. m. EST) of bronchial pneu- 
monia and~other complications 
Which fallowed a heart attack and 
cerebral hemorrhage suffered late 
last week.

Orlando had received the last 
sacraments of the Roman Catholic 
Church last Thursday. His four 
sons and daughter were at his bed- 
side in the family villa.

Born in Sicily a vear before the 
of the American civil 
war, Orlando was a leading Italian 
public figure for mare than half 
a century. 

His greatest world fame came 
when he fought for Italv’s rights 
around the World War I peace con- 
ference table at the Palace of Ver- 
sailles with Woodrow Wilson, 
France's Georges Clemenceau and 
Britain’s David Lloyd George. 

A LINK TO THE PAST 

His death narrowed Italy’s link 
with the past through famed 
personages. Count Carlo Sforza, 
for many years foreign minister, 
died last summer. Benedetto 
Croce, a leading liberal - and 
world philosopher, died 
20. Only two: days ago, for- 
mer Queen Elena died on foreign 
soil. 

Orlando’s battle for life had been 
followed with personal. interest by

‘all Italy. 


Orlando became premier of Italy 
in October, 1917, during a domestic 
crisis provoked by the Battle of 
Caporetto in which Italy was to 
suffer a disastrous defeat. 

But he eventually led Italy to 
victory at the side of the Allies 
and never stopped fighting for the 
welfare of his country.

Appointment of Winthrop W. Aldrich 
as the new ambassador tp Great Britain 
and the setting up of a gpecial commit- 
tee headed by Nelson A. Rockefeller to 
survey possibiliti streamlining the 
executive branch of the Federdl Gov- 
ernment will be applauded generally by 
the American people, regardless of 
party. ; 

Mr. Aldrich, as president of the 
Chase National Bank, one of the largest 
organizations of its kind in the world, 
is thoroughly familiar with world eco- 
nomic problems. He knows interna-. 
tional finance and the importance of 
-trade and currency to world stability. 
As the United States representative to 
the sterling trade area, he can be ex- 
pected to encourage the economic re- 
covery of vast potential markets for 
United States commerce and to promote 
development by private finance of new 
avenues of trade between the dollar and 
sterling areas.

Mr. Aldrich is not an isolationist, 
economic or. otherwise. He represents 
the enlightened internationalist view- 
point that recognizes that stability and 
. prosperity of the United States depend 
upon trade and the stability and pros- 
perity of the entire free world. 

The appointment of Aldrich now 
makes it possible for us to get a clearer 
picture of the foreign policy the Eisen- 
hower administration may be expected 
to execute. The other members of the 
international relations advisory group 
include John Foster Dulles, Secretary 
of State; Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. of 
Massachusetts, head of the UN delega- 
tion; and Harold E. Stassen, head of the 
vast Mutual Security program.

The executive department now funt- 
tions as a multibillion-dollar adminis- 
trative agency under horse-and-buggy 
machinery. Many of the duties now fall- 
ing upon the President could be per- 
formed just as easily by an efficient 
clerk with well-defined duties. Time 
that should be used for making impor- 
tant decisions and for handling the really 
important problems often are lost to the 
President in petty clerical details. 

Similarly, duplications and excesses 
in executive agencies should be put un-

, inated. Some of them have been with 
the Hoover Commission, but there is 
still a long way to go. | 

The American people will approve 
and applaud any accomplishment of the 
Rockefeller Committee that leads to 
greater efficiency and elimination of 
waste and unnecessarv bureaucrocy in 
the executive department.

While the CIO battles over the presi- 
dency, vacant since the recent death of 
Philip Murray, the American Fedéra- 

“tion of Labor waits around for the ap- 
ple to fall in its lap. 

That at least some of the more con- 
servative CIO leaders recognize this fact 
is obvious from the desperate but, thus 
far, futile attempt to bring about an off- 
convention-floor agreement. 

A floor fight will almost surely re- 
sult in some CIO unions going to the 
AFL. A victory by Walter Reuther, 
the 
intelligence and its bent worries some of 
his closest associates, and causes the 
huge steel union to oppose him, would 
almost certainly cause steel to break 
away within the year if not at once. 

And Reuther, if defeated, would as 
surely make plans to do something with 
his union, the auto workers. For some 
years worried conservatives in the CIO 
have been saying privately, “If Murray 
goes, CIO goes with him.” He held the 
two big unions together. As far as 


the CIO is concerned, he was the in- | 


dispensable man.

It gave evidence of one of the 
finest coaching jobs the state university 
has ever had. And certainly Coach 
Wallace Butts and staff deserve con- 
gratulations for their job, as does the 
team which responded so magnificently. 


We note with some amusement that 
a few critics are upset because Georgia 
didn’t try to hold the score at 10 to 9 
instead of gambling for a winning 
touchdown.

Orlando of Italy 
Was Power Diplomat 


The Treaty of Versailles ending 
World War I was largely the work of 
four men who negotiated behind closed 
doors. The “Big Four” were David 
Lloyd George of England, Clemenceau 
the French “Tiger,” Vittorio Orlando of 
Italy and Woodrow Wilson of the United 
States. 


Three of those men represented the | 


old order of power diplomacy and to the 
victors belong the spoils. Little by lit- 
tle, the idealistic Wilson yielded to them 
and as-he did he saw his hopes for a 
justing and lasting peace go glimmering. 

The last of the “Big Four” died Mon- 
day. He was Orlando, the World War I 
premier of Italy, the man who led his 
delegation from the Versailles peace 
conterence in protest over the Wilson 
attitude on the Italian claim to the Adri- 
«tic port of Fiume. The issue was later 
compromised. 

In' a large measure, World War II, 
with the events preceding and subse- 
quent, is a monument to the trio of will- 
ful men who spurned the olive branch 
and gave the world not peage, but a 
‘sword. | 

Those men are dead, but not so power 
diplomacy. It is against that policy that 
we contend day by day in our present 
efforts toward world peace.

Taft Proposes 
Federal Aid Study 


WASHINGTON—One fact is clear. The 
Eisenhower administration will open with no 
new ‘and far-reaching reforms in the social 
welfare field. This was obvious enough in 
the Republican Party platform, in Ejisen- 

. hower’s campaign and in 

what has transpired since 

m election, though he did 

pledge that present social 

gains would be main- 

tained and that there 

would be an expansion in 

the social security act it- 

self which, however, is 

not a new departure. The 

status quo now is con- 

firmed -by the one man 

who will have more to 

say about Congress than any other, Senator 

Taft. It is his idea that any further federal 

legislation in three areas about which con- 

troversy now: chiefly centers—health, edu- 

cation and housing—should be deferred pend- 

ing an investigation by a special commis- 

sion. That commission would seek to deter- 

mine just how much the Federal Govern- 

ment should participate in these fields and 

how much should be left to the states. He 

estimates such an inquiry would take at 
least a year. 


What is projected, then, for the Ejisen- 
hower administration in its early stages is 
an attempt to regularize and clarify fed- 
eral-state relationshifa.in the social welfare 
reaim, and to set specific standards. 


Nobody need expect, as a result of the 
election, that there will be a return to “‘state 
rights”’ exclusively, though evidently some 
do. The nation is far beyond that. The prin- 
ciple of federal-state co-operation is too 
deeply imbedded in statutes long accepted. 
Furthermore, Senator Taft himself is on 
record, both in words and deeds, not only 
for a federal-state sharing arrangement in 
many fields, but for complete federal stew- 
ardship in at least one field. 


For example, he accepts the federal mini- 
mum wage law and sponsored in the Senate 
the increase voted by the 8lst Congress from 
a statutory 40 cents an hour to 75 cents. He 
also sponsored a public housing bill which 
provoked the real estate lobby to tag him 
a ‘“‘socialist,”’ as well as a federal aid to 
education bill which the Senate passed but 
which was pigeonholed by the House. 

During his campaign for the Republican 
presidential nomination, Senator Taft ex- 
pounded his own philosophy. That was that, 
where states ‘Aare unable‘ because of insuf- 
ficient taxable resources to provide mini- 
mum food, shelter, education and health 
facilities for citizens who otherwise would-be 
denied them, the Federal Government must 
contribute. There are states in that category. 


There is another complication beyond lack 
of taxable resources so far as states are 
concerned. This is the failure of some states 
to recognize their own responsibilities in 
the social welfare field, an attitude of apathy 
and lethargy. 

The only deduction from the course of 
events of the last 20 years is that, if the 
Fegeral Government is to reduce the scope 
of its activities, then the states must do 
more for themselves. Consequently, the pro- 
posed Taft commission inevitably must spend 
a great part of its time canvassing that end 
ofthe problem. .

WASHINGTON—One of the habitual com- 
plaints coming from business leaders in re- 
cent years has been that the government, 
under the New Deal and Fair Deal admin- 
istrations, has adopted an attitude of being 


unfriendly or, at times, 
openly hostile to the busi- 
ness interests of the coun- 
try. It is a complaint 
that has not always held 
water. Witness, for ex- 
ample, the billions of dol- 
lars that have been poured 
into American business 
enterprise, big and small, 
by the Reconstruction Fi-

But there has been enough cause for dis- 
satisfaction to arouse the antagonism of the 
country’s business leaders. That is why so 
few of the nation’s top business executives 
have supported the past Roosevelt and Tru- 
man administrations. They have opposed 
the work of the economic planners and grow- 


ing government regulation and red tape. 


Now, after years of complaining on the 
score, business leaders themselves are to be 
given a major hand in running things. 

Going down the list of cabinet selections 
he has made so far, we find at least five in 
the business and industrial category. Charles 
E.. Wilson, who is to be-Secretary of Defense, 
is head of the huge General Motors Corp. 
Another leading industrialist will be Secre- 
tary of the Treasury—George M. Humphrey, 
head of the M. H. Hanna Co. John Foster 
Dulles, the new Secretary of State, heads 
one of the country’s biggest law businesses 
representing American business at home and 
abroad. 

Then there is Gov. Douglas McKay of 
Oregon, as Secretary of Interior, and Arthur 
Summerfield of Michigan, the Postmaster 
General, both 
Still another man with a strong business 
background who will have cabinet rank is 
Gov. Sherman Adams of New Hampshire, 
who has been designated as an assistant to 
the President with duties that will make him 
a sort of co-ordinator of the cabinet. 

The Federal Government has become 
such a vast and complex organization that it 
requires the best brains of the country to 
direct. Because of the huge expenditures in- 
volved in our defense program, business 
leaders have even a greater interest in gov- 
ernmental affairs. 

Also government policies have a close re- 
lationship to the economic stability of the 
country.) If business can provide the brains 
for keeping things on an even keel, all of us 
will be better served. It is up to the busi- 
nessmen named to General Eisenhower's 
cahinet to show their mettle. There is no 
reason to believe they will not succeed.

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Dulles To Drive tor Bipartisan F oreign Policy

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 — John 
Foster Dulles, who will succeed 
Dean Acheson as secretary of 
state, will make a serious effort 
to restore the bi-partisan Ameri- 
can foreign policy. 

It was learned tonight that 
Dulles has the approval of General 
Kisenhower, the President-elect, to 
do everything possible to establish 
a working relationship between the 
leaders of both parties in the plan- 
ing of long-range foreign policies. 

Dulles, who negotiated the orig- 
ina! bipartisan foreign  pdlicy 
agreement with former. Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull during the 
1944 presidential campaign, is un- 


iderstood to be exploring with Ei- 


senhower and leading Republicans 
and Democrats the possibility of 
creating a _ cabinet-level foreign 
policy council which would bring 
influential Democrats into the 
planning of long-range policies. 

He has also let it be known that 
he will favor the continuation and 
strengthening of committees within 
the State department to work 
closely with the geographical sub- 
committees of the Senate foreign 
relations committee and the House 
foreign .affairs committee on all 
major foreign policy questions. 

These committees were created

As a result this 
hospital reduced the use of 
needles so much that by the end 
of the study the only jab these 
children took—while conscious— 
was a finger prick for a hemo- 
globin count. 

The hospital learned) many 
things and took steps to correci 
most of: them. It learned that it 
isn’t the child who needs reas- 
surance, but the mother. What 
the child needs is information. 
He wouldn’t mind the unknown 
haH as much if he knew just a 
little about it. 

This little is so easily related 
that it seems criminal that all 
children are not told of it. The 


Albany hospital made a practice. 


of going to see the child at home 
several weeks ahead of time and 
telling him what he was going 
to encounter. 

Your hospital may make some 
of these precautionary prepara- 
tions, but you the mother, can 
make most of them. You can 
ascertain the procedure and tell 
your child about it. It is unfair 
to him not to try. All he wants 
is knowledge.

First, the rise of freight costs in 
recent years has made it uneco- 
nomical to ship many types of 
goods, automobiles and major ap- 
pliances from Northern. factories 
to Southern markets. And, second, 
as business becomes more com- 
petitive, the service factor will 
force manufacturers to set up 
plants and warehouses in the South 
to take care of customers in this 
region. 

If a company has a Southern 
plant, it can make deliveries over- 
night by truck to wholesalers or 
retailers. The wholesalers and re- 
tailers do not want to carry large 
inventories and, with a factory at 
their back door,

Moreover, if manufacturers sell 
goods on an f. o. b. basis, the need 
for Southern locations is 
fied. Under those conditions the 
customer pays the freight from the 
plant. a cost he soon declines to 
assume if the competition has 
Southern outlets.

Inquest Called 
In Rooming 
House Death 


A coroner's inquest and autopsy 
will be held Tuesday in the death 
of a 61-year-old rooming house 
operator who died at Grady Hos- 
pital Monday, police reported. 


Identified as Mrs. Lilly Pear] Lit-- 


tle of 555 Kelly St., S. E., she was 
admitted to the hospital last Tues- 
dav, records showed. 

Her grandson, Robert L. Frey, 
31. also of Kelly St., S. E., was 
arrested last week and ordered 
held on suspicion of: assault and 
hattery in connection with Mrs. 
Little’s injury. He later was 
hooked on larceny charges only, 
however. 

At thé time she was admitted 
to the hospital, physicians said 
they suspected foul play. She was 
severely bruised about both arms 
and the abdomen, and suffered a 
blood clot in the nasal region, ac- 
cording to a police report. 

However, other physicians later 
said she might have been the vic- 
tim of a stroke. 

Her grandson admitted to police 
that he had taken a small tobacco 
sack containing $23 from around 
her neck “after Grady _ doctors 
left’’ the house, Detective J. E. 
Helms said.
